B at present constituted, contained more than 50,000 
Inhabitants at the Census of 1901.) 


The seventy-six great towns of England and Wales dealt with in the 
weekly returns for 1904 contained an estimated population of 15,271,287 
persons in the middle of that year. 


The births registered in this population in the period of 52 weeks ended 
dlst December, 1904, numbered 442,788, and were equal to a rate of 29°1 per 
1000 of the population. This rate was 0°6 per 1000 below the corresponding 
rate of 1903, and 0:9 per 1000 below that of 1902. 


The deaths registered in the same period numbered 262,559, and 
corresponded to a crude rate of 17:2 per 10U0, or 0:9 per 1000 above the rate 
of 1903. The death-rate in 1904, calculated without reference either to 
sex or to age constitution of the populations, varied, as usual, considerably 
in the several towns, the lowest crude rate being 8:4 per 1000 in Hornsey 
and the highest 22°6 in Liverpool. 


The sex and age composition of the several populations having been ascer- 
tained at the Census of 1901, suitable factors have been calculated for cor- 
recting the recorded death-rates of the seventy-six great towns, in order to 
render them fairly comparable with one another. 


-These factors are obtained in the following manner :—The mean death- 
rates for England and Wales (1891-1900) at certain age groups, for males 
and females respectively, are applied to the Census populations at the 
corresponding age groups in the several towns; the sum of the results for 
each town gives the number of deaths that would have occurred had the 
mortality of each sex and age group been the same as that in England and 
Wales as a whole, 


The death-rate, based on this hypothesis is designated the “Standard ” 
death-rate Table A (col. 1). The difference between the “Standard” rate 
for any town and the mean rate for the whole country is due to variations 
of sex and age constitution. The factor for correction (col. 2) is obtained 
by dividing the mean death-rate for England and Wales in 1891-1900 by 
the “Standard” rate in each town. If the recorded death-rate (col. 3) in 
each town be multiplied by the factor for correction, we obtain the corrected 
rate (col. 4). The comparative mortality figure (col. 5) represents the 
corrected death-rate in each town compared with the recorded death-rate

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at all ages in England and Wales, the latter taken as 1000. For example, 
in England and Wales as a whole 1000 deaths occurred in a population 
which would have yielded only 593 in Hornsey. 680 in Kings Norton, and 
739 in Willesden ; but as many as 1405 in Hanley, 1442 in Salford, 1458 in 
Wigan, 1464 in Manchester, and 1490 in Liverpool. 


Particulars of mortality in 1904 in each of the seventy-six great towns 
are given in Tables 1 to 4. 


Infantile mortality —The 262,559 deaths at all ages included the deaths 
‘of 70,888 infants in their first year of life. In the seventy-six great towns 
infantile mortality, measured by the proportion of deaths under one year 
to registered births, averaged 160 per 1000. The towns with the lowest 
rates of infantile mortality were Hornsey 87, Kings Norton 100, 
Hastings 108, Bournemouth 111, and Willesden 114. The towns witb the 
highest rates were Salford 192, Liverpool 196, Birmingham 197, Stockport 
203, Hanley 212, and Burnley 229. 


CAUSES OF DEATH. 


Chief Epidemic Diseases.—The death-rate from the chief epidemic diseases 
averaged 2°49 per 1000 of the population ; the highest rates among the great 
towns were 4:10 in Hanley, 4:17 in Bootle, 4:21 in St. Helens, 4°37 in 
Salford, 4°57 in Warrington, and 4°66 in Liverpool. 


Small-pox was the cause of 208 deaths in the 76 towns. Of these 
34 belonged to Gateshead, 25 to London, 18 to Newcastle upon Tyne, 14 to 
Stockport, 14 to Oldham, 12 to Nottingham, 10 to Manchester, and smaller 
numbers to 30 other great towns. 


Measles was the registered cause of 7218 deaths, corresponding to a 
rate of 0-47 per 1000 living at all ages. No deaths from measles were 
returned from Southampton, Wolverhampton, Cuventry, or Swansea. The 
highest rates were 1:03 in Burnley, 1:11 both in Grimsby and in Salford, 
1:15 in Norwich, and 1°49 in St. Helens. 


Scarlet fever caused 1786 deaths, which corresponded to a rate of 0°12 
per 1000 living. No deatbs were attributed to this disease either in Hastings 
or in Reading, and the rate did not exceed 0:01 per 1000 in Southampton, 
Ipswich, or West Hartlepool. The highest rates were 0°39 in York, 0°43 in 
Northampton, 0°45 in Hanley, and 0°77 in Warrington. 


Diphtheria (exclusive of croup unless stated to he membranous) was the 
atated cause of 2925 deaths, corresponding to a mortality of 0°19 per 1000 
of the population. The death-rate from this disease ranged from 0-03 in 
Hastings and Leicester and 0°05 in Aston Manor and Wigan to 0:49 in 
Salford, 0°51 in West Hartlepool, 0°57 in Bradford, 0°58 in Stockton-on-Tees, 
and 0°77 in Hanley; in which latter town this disease had been very fatal in 
the five preceding years also. 


Whooping-cough accounted for 6065 deaths and for a mortality equal to 
0-40 per 1000 living at all ages. The mortality from this disease ranged 
from 0:03 per 1000 in Hastings, 0°05 in Reading, and 0°07 in Northampton 
to 0°75 in Bolton, 0°77 in Gateshead, 0°85 in Birmingham, 1:01 in Swansea, 
and 1°30 in Warrington. 


Continued fever, mainly enteric, was the registered cause of 1557 
deaths, equal to a rate of 0:10 per 1000 of the population. No deaths 
from “fever” were registered in Burton upon Trent, and the death-rate did 
not exceed 002 per 1000 in Hornsey, Hastings, Southampton, North- 
ampton, or Coventry. Among the remaining great towns it rose to 0°23 
in Nottingham and Salford, 0:26 in Wigan, 0°27 in Preston, and 0°35 in 
Rhondda.

Diarrhea (including dysentery and English cholera) accounted for 
18,287 deaths at all ages, and for a death-rate of 1:20 per 1000 of the 
population. The lowest death-rates from diarrhoea were 0:24 per 1000 in 
Kings Norton, 0°30 in Hastings, and 0°33 in Burton upon Trent; the highest 
being 2°08 in West Ham and in Hull, 2°16 in Bootle, and 2°52 in Liverpool. 


Violence.—The deaths classified as due to violence numbered 9180, and 
corresponded to a death-rate of 0°60 per 1000 persons living. The rates’ of 
death by violence ranged from 0-16 in Hornsey, 0:17 in Handsworth (Staffs.), 
and 0:22 in Leyton, to 0°80 in Hanley, 0°82 in Rhondda, 0°83 in Newcastle- 
upon-T'yne, 0°89 in Tynemouth, 0-95 in Merthyr Tydfil, and 0:97 in 
Bootle. 


Deaths in public institutions.—Of the 262,559 deaths registered in the 76 
great towns not fewer than 58,876, or 22°4 per cent., occurred in public 
institutions. Among the several great towns the lowest proportion of 
institution deaths were 3°2 per cent. in Rhondda, 477 in Handsworth 
(Staffs.), 6°2 in Aston Manor, and 6:7 in Hornsey. The highest percentages 
were 24:1 in Manchester, 26:0 in Liverpool, and 35:0 in London. 


Coroners’ inquests were held in 19,470 cases during the year, the propor- 
tion of inquest cases being equal to 7°4 per cent. of the total deaths registered. 
The percentage ranged from 2°7 in Handsworth (Staffs.), 3:1 in St. Helens, 
and 3°2 in Preston and Gateshead to 10:1 in Devonport, 10°2 in Southampton, 
and 11°6 in Tottenham. 


Uncer tified deaths.—The causes of 2930 deaths, or 1'1 per cent. of the total 
deaths, were uncertified. No uncertified deaths were registered in Croydon, 
Hornsey, or Southampton, and thé proportion of uncertified deaths did not 
exceed 0:1 per cent. either in Tottenham, in Brighton, in Great Yarmouth, 
in Plymouth, or in Derby. Among other great towns, however, the pro- 
portion rose to 4:0 in Gateshead, 4°6 in Warrington, 4°9 in St. Helens, and 
5°0 in South Shields. 


LONDON. 


MARRIAGES. 


In the year 1904 the marriages registered in London were 39,586 in number, 
corresponding to a rate of 17: 0 persons married per 1000 of the estimated 
population. This rate was 0°5 per L000 below the corresponding rate in 1903, 
and was 0:9 below the average rate in the ten years 1894-1903. In the 
year 1894 the marriage-rate had also been. 17-0 per LOOO.. From that date it 
gradually rose to 18°8 in the year 1898; since then it has declined, almost 
continuously, to its present level. 

St ds BIRTHS... , 

The number of births registered in London during the 52 weeks ended 
31st December, 1904, was 129,335, corresponding to a rate of 27:9 per 1000 
of the estimated total population of both sexes and all ages. This rate was 
0-6 per 1000 below the corresponding rate in 1903, and was 1:7 per 1000 
below the average rate in the ten years 1894-1903. 


In the year 1895 the birth-rate had been 30°6, showing an increase on 
the rate in the previous year. Since that date, however, the birth-rate has 
gradually decreased, the rate in the year 1904 being the lowest on record. 


The births of males numbered 65,716, and the births of females, 63,619 ; 
the male births were, therefore, to the female births in the proportion of 
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1033 to 1000. During the year 1904 the number of infants registered as 
born out of wedlock was 4905; they were in the proportion of 38 per 1000 
births, the average proportion in the ten years immediately preceding 
having been 37 per 1000. 


Among Metropolitan Boroughs the lowest birth-rates per 1000 of the 
population were 14°8 in the City of London, 1674 in the City of Westminster, 
16°6 in Hampstead, and 19:3 in Kensington ; the highest rates were 32:1 in 
Shoreditch, 42°3 in Fulham, 32°5 in Bermondsey, 32°7 in Poplar, 34:9 in 
Bethnal Green, 36°4 in Finsbury, and 37:0 in Stepney. It should be noted 
that four of the seven boroughs with the highest birth-rates, viz., Bethnal 
Green, Shoreditch, Stepney, and Finsbury, had also appeared in the list 
of boroughs with high percentages of overcrowding, at the Census of 
1901. 


These rates relate to the births registered in the several boroughs; but in 
some cases the numbers are seriously affected by the presence of lying-in 
hospitals, workhouse infirmsries, or other institutions, admitting patients 
from outside the boroughs in which they are situated: it is not possible, 
however, in this return to distribute the births occurring in such institu- 
tions. The most striking example of a berough with a birth-rate over-stated 
from this cause is St. Marylebone, which contains the Queen. Charlotte’s 
Lying-in Hospital ; in this institution upwards of 1000 births are registered 
annually. 


In the Registrar-General’s Sixty-sixth Annual Report it is stated that the 
total population is not the most satisfactory standard by which to measure the 
birth-rate, because it does not take account of the sex and age constitution of 
the population, and particularly of the ratio to total population of females 
of conceptive ages. The following table has been constructed in order to 
show the results of calculating the birth-rate—(a) on the total population of 
both sexes and all ages, and (4) on the female population aged 15-45 years,

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This table proves that the decrease in the birth-rate is not adequately 
shown by a comparison of the rates calculated on the total population. 


The Census results show that while in 1871 the proportion of women aged 
15-45 years had been 26:4 per cent. of the total population, the proportion at 
the Census of 1901 had risen to 27-4 per cent. If, therefore, the ratio of 
births to the female population of conceptive ages had been identical in 1871 
and 1904 the births registered in London in the latter year would have 
amounted to upwards ot 166,000 instead of the 129,335 actually recorded. 


DEATHS. 


The deaths registered in London during the 52 weeks ended 31st December, 
1904, numbered 77,094, and were equal to a rate of 16°6 per 1000 of the 
estimated population. This rate was 0-9 per LOOO above the corresponding 
rate in 1903, which had been the lowest on record ; it was, however, 1'7 below 
the average rate in the 10 years 1894-1903. 


It should be stated that the proportions given above, as well as those 
mentioned in the following remarks for the County of London as a whole, 
are based on the number of deaths registered in London, exclusive of the 
deaths of 142 non-residents occurring either in the London Fever Hospital, 
in the Metropolitan Asylums Board Hospitals, or in the Middlesex County 
Asylum, within the County of London; but inclusive of the deaths of 2111 
London residents occurring in the several Metropolitan workhouses, hospitals, 
and lunatic asylums outside the County of London. 


With regard to the Metropolitan Boroughs. however, a further distri- 
bution of deaths in public institutions is necessary in order to obtain a fair 
statement of the mortality incidental to the several areas. Consequently 
the mortality in these Boroughs has been fully corrected by the distribution 
of all deaths occurring in public institutions. 


The usual difficulty arises from the differing sex and age constitution of the 
several populations. Factors for correction have, therefore, been calculated 
by the method adopted in the case of the great towns. These factors appear 
in Table B, together with the comparative mortality figures, which, in this 
case, include correction for institution deaths as well as for differences 
in the sex and age constitution of the populations. Reference to this 
table shows that the same population that in the year 1904 gave 1000 
deaths in England and Wales, as a whole, would have given 1077 in London, 
and in the Boroughs, numbers ranging from 711 in Hampstead, 771 in 
Lewisham, 557 in Stoke Newington, and 869 in Wandsworth, to 1263 in 
Bermondsey, 1295 in Southwark, 1317 in Shoreditch, and 1358 in Finsbury. 


Infantile mortahity.—The total deaths at all ages included the deaths of 
18,903 infants under the age of one year. These deaths were in the 
proportion of 146 per 1000 births, as compared with 131 in the year 
immediately preceding and 154 the mean proportion in the ten years 1894- 
1903. After distribution of the deaths occurring in public institutions, 
the incidence of infantile mortality in the various Metropolitan Boroughs 
was as follows:—St. Marylebone* stood lowest in the list with an infantile 


* The low infantile mortality in St. Marylebone is partly due to the large number of 
births occurring in the Queen Charlotte’s Lying-in Hospital, many of the deaths among these 
children being probably registered in other localities.

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death-rate of 94 per 100U births, the City of London next with 104, and 
Holborn next with 109. The highest infantile death-rates were 172 in 
Bermondsey, 174 in Southwark, and 188 in Shoreditch (Table 18). The 
three boroughs last mentioned had experienced the highest average 
infantile mortality in the three years 1901-3 also (Table 19). 


CAUSES OF DEATH. 


Table C. on the following page shows, in a summary form, the number 
of lives saved and the number lost in the year 1904, as compared with 
the corrected average in the previous ten years, under certain of the more 
important headings in the list of causes. The “net saving of life’? in the 
year 1904 amounted to 7904. This implies that if the average rate of death in 
the previous decennium had continued throughout 1904, London would 
have lost in that year 7904 lives, which, as it is, have been saved. 
Compared with the several averages, there was in 1904 an excess of 1194 
deaths from diarrhcea, of 415 from pneumonia, of 408 from cancer, of 139 
from diseases of the urinary system, and of 22 from suicide. The following 
diseases were considerably less fatal than the average :—Respiratory diseases 
(excluding pneumonia) were less fatal by 2449 deaths, nervous and circula- 
tory diseases by 1537, diphtheria by 1183, and phthisis and other tuber- 
culous diseases by 907 deaths. 


Small-poz was returned as the certified cause of 25 deaths during the year 
1904, as compared with 242, 1300, and 13 in the years 1901, 1902, and 1903 
respectively. Of the 25 registered deaths, 7 belonged to Bethnal Green, 
3 apiece to Finsbury, Stepney, and Poplar, 2 apiece to Paddington, Holborn, 
and Shoreditch, and 1 apiece to Kensington, Islington, and Southwark 
(Table 17). 


Measles was the registered cause of 2261 deaths, giving a rate of 0°49 per 
1000 living, or 0°07 per 1000 below the average rate in the ten preceding 
years. No deaths from this disease were attributed to the City of London 
during the year, and the rate was only 0°13 per 1000 in the City of 
Westminster and in Stoke Newington. The highest rates were 0:74 in 
Holborn, 0°91 in Hammersmith, 0°92 in Southwark, and 1:05 in Bermondsey. 
Southwark and Bermondsey had experienced a high average mortality from 
measles in the three preceding years also (Tables 18, 19). 


Scarlet fever was the assigned cause of 365 deaths, corresponding to a 
rate of 0:08 per 1000, as compared with 0°14 per 1000 the decennial 
average rate. Of the total deaths from this disease 336, or 92 per cent., 
occurred in public institutions. No deaths from scarlet fever belonged to 
Holborn, and the death-rate did not exceed 0°03 per 1000 in Kensington, 
Fulham, Hampstead, or Greenwich. The highest scarlet fever rates were 
0:14 per 1000 in Bethnal Green, Poplar, and Bermondsey, and 0°17 in Fins- 
bury (Table 18). 


Table 20 shows that correction for hospital deaths from scarlet fever 
considerably alters the mortality in the Metropolitan Boroughs. By this 
correction the scarlet fever mortality in Hampstead was reduced from 0°53 
to 0°02 per 1000, and that of Greenwich from 0°54 to 0°03. In both cases the 
difference between the corrected and the uncorrected rate was due to the 
presence of a hospital of the Metropolitan Asylums Board.

Diphtheria (exclusive of croup unless stated to be membranous) was the 
assigned cause of 729 deaths in the year 1904. These deaths were equal 
to a rate of 0:16 per 1000 living at all ages, as compared with rates of 0°30, 
0°25, and 0:16 per 1000 respectively in the three years immediately 
preceding. 


The London death-rate from diphtheria’ both in 1903 and in 1904 was 
lower than in any year since 1880, in which year the rate had been (0:14 per 
1,000. In the year last mentioned, however, 570 additional deaths were 
registered as from croup, against 23 only in 1903 and 25 in 1904. As the 
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majority of these deaths were probably due to diphtheria, it is probable that the 
death-rates from this disease in 1903 and 1904 were much lower than in the 
earlier year. The registered mortality from diphtheria depends largely on 
the existence of hospitals in certain of the areas. In the Metropolitan 
Borough of Greenwich, for example, there were recorded in the year 1904 
77 deaths, most of which occurred in the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
Hospital, to which patients had been admitted from other districts; after 
distribution of institution deaths only 11 were found to belong to Green- 
wich. Similarly, in the Borough of Hampstead 48 deaths from diphtheria 
were registered, but after correction only 4 were assigned to that 
borough. Other instances of Metropolitan Boroughs whose registered 
death-rates from diphtheria are greatly increased by the presence of hospitals 
are furnished by Fulham, Hackney, the City of London, and Lewisham. 
On the other hand, Hammersmith, Finsbury, Shoreditch, Bethnal Green, 
Stepney, Poplar, and Woolwich are instances of the opposite kind, in which a 
large proportion of the diphtheria mortality takes place outside the borough 
boundaries (Table 20). After distribution of institution deaths the lowest 
rates of mortality from diphtheria among the Metropolitan Boroughs were 0:04 
in the City of Westminster, 0°05 in Hampstead, 0°07 in Chelsea and in Holborn, 
and 0:08 in Battersea and in Camberwell; the highest rates were 0°30 in 
Stepney, 0°36 in Bethnal Green, and 0°50 in Poplar (Table 18). Reference 
to Table 19 shows that the last-named borough had experienced the highest 
average diphtheria death-rate in 1901-3 also. 


The deaths in London from diphtheria and croup together numbered 754 
last year, and were 1242 below the decennial average. 


Whooping-cough was the registered cause of 1507 deaths, accounting for a 
death-rate at all ages of 0°33 per 1000, or 0-10 less than the decennial average 
rate. The lowest death-rates from whooping-cough were 0:09 in Hampstead, 
0-10 in the City of Westminster and in St. Marylebone, and 0:11 in Padding- 
ton and in Kensington. The highest rates were 0:53 in Bermondsey, 0°54 in 
Shoreditch, 0°55 in Greenwich, and 0°57 in Southwark (Table 18). 


Enteric fever accounted for 296 deaths, and pyrexia (of uncertain origin) 
for 6. Thus, to the continued fevers in the aggregate (referred to in the 
returns as “fever’’) 302 deaths were attributed, against 639, the average 
number in the ten preceding years corrected for increase of population. 
The 296 deaths from enteric fever were equal to a rate of 0:06 per 1009, or 
0-08 less than the decennial average rate. (Tables 10, 11.) 


Influenza was returned as the cause of 709 deaths in the year under 
notice, as compared with 1073 and 644 respectively the numbers registered 
in the two preceding years. (Table 12.) 


Table D. (p. xiv) shows for each of the years 1891-1904 the admissions to 
the hospitals of the Metropolitan Asylums Board, and to the London Fever 
Hospital, together with the deaths there of patients suffering from small-pox, 
scarlet fever, diphtheria, and enteric fever. 


Diarrhea (including dysentery and English cholera) was the assigned 
cause of 4801 deaths last year, and accounted for a death-rate of 1-04 
per 1000, against an average rate of 0°78 per 1000 in the preceding ten 
years. The highest diarrhoea death-rates were 1°33 in Stepney, 1:36 in 
Southwark, 1:47 in Fulham, 1:55 in Bermondsey, 1°61 in Poplar, and 1°62 
in Shoreditch. Fulham and Shoreditch had shown high average rates in the 
period 1901-3 also. (Tables 18, 19.)

Phthisis accounted for 7738 deaths last year, as compared with a corrected 
average number of 8097 in the ten years 1894-1903. The death-rate from 
phthisis was equal to 1:67 per 1000 at all ages, against 1°79, 1°71, 
164, and 1°60 severally in the four preceding years. Some of the 
Metropolitan Boroughs strikingly show the necessity for distributing in- 
stitution deaths from phthisis, in order to arrive at a fairly reliable 
measure of its local fatality. For example, in the Borough of Ken- 
sington, which contains the St. Marylebone Infirmary and a part of 
the Brompton Consumption Hospital, 396 deaths from phthisis were 
registered in the year 1904; but it was found after distribution that 
only 257 properly belonged to Kensington. The phthisis death-rate in 
this borough was, therefore, reduced by correction from 2°22 per 1000 
to 144. Chelsea is another borough similarly in point. This borough 
contains the workhouse and infirmary belonging to the Union of St. 
George, Hanover Square, which union forms part of the City of Westminster, 
it also contains the other part of the Brompton Consumption Hospital. 
The effect of distribution is to reduce the number of phthisis deaths in 
Chelsea from 232 to 135, and the death-rate from 3°13 to 1°82. On 
the other hand, the City of Westminster, St. Marylebone, Holborn, 
Finsbury, and Southwark are examples of Metropolitan Boroughs, the 
phthisis mortality of which is but imperfectly represented by the deaths 
registered in those areas (Table 20). Last year phthisis mortality ranged 
after correction from 0°83 per 1000 in Hampstead and 0°90 in Lewisham to 
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2°12 in Bermondsey and in Stepney, 2°16 in Bethnal Green, 2°18 in Shore- 
ditch, 2°36 in Southwark, 2°39 in Finsbury, and 2°86 in Holborn. With the 
exception of Bermondsey, all these boroughs had shown the highest average 
rates in the three years 1901-3 also (Tables 18, 19). 


Violence was the registered cause of 2976 deaths last year, against 3549 the 
corrected average number in the ten preceding years. The deaths from 
suicide numbered 517,and were 22 more than the average. The deaths from 
homicide numbered 57, or 11 fewer than the average. There were 3 executions 
in the course of the year. Of the 2399 accidental deaths 272 were caused 
by horses and vehicles in the streets—the corresponding numbers in the 
previous five years having ranged between 302 and 371. As in previous 
years, about 40 per cent. of- these deaths were caused by “ vans, waggons, 
or drays.” Compared with the average numbers in the previous five years, 
the deaths in 1904 under most of the headings in Table 25 showed a decrease. 


Of the deaths attributed to accident, 533, or 22 per cent., were those of 
infants under one year of age that had been suffocated in bed. More than 
half the deaths attributed to accidental burns, scalds, and explosions were 
those of children aged 1-5 years (Table 13). Of the 57 deaths by homicide, 
26 were those of infants in their first year. ~ 


Deaths in public institutions —Of the 77,094 deaths registered in London 
last year, 26,955, or 35°) per cent., took place either in workhouses, in 
hospitals, or in public lunatic asylums. The percentages in the several 
classes of institutions were as follows :—

Thus, about one in every six deaths occurred in a workhouse or work- 
house infirmary, one in every seventy in a Metropolitan Asylums Board 
hospital, one in every eight in some other hospital, and one in every thirty- 
six in’a public lunatic or imbecile asylum. 


Uncertified deaths.—The causes of 164, or 0:2 per cent., of the total deaths 
were uncertified. Of this total 136 were registered in the southern group of 
districts. 


Coroners’ inquests were held in 7406 cases, the proportion of inquests 
being equal to 9°6 per cent. of the total deaths registered. Among the 
several groups of registration districts, the proportions ranged from 7°8 per 
cent, in the southern group to 14:4 per cent. in the eastern group, 


GREATER LONDON. 


The estimated population of Greater London, which corresponds to the 
“ Metropolitan ” and “ City Police” Districts, was 6,907,756 in the middle 
of the year 1904. Of this population, 4,648,950 persons were estimated to be 
living in Inner or Registration London which is co-terminous with the 
Administrative County, and 2,258,806 in the Outer Ring. The mortality 
in the population of the entire area was at the rate of 15°5 per 1000, as 
compared with 16°3, 16:4, and 14°5 severally in the three preceding years. In 
the County of London the mortality was at the rate of 16°6 per 1000, whilst 
in the Outer Ring it did not exceed 13°2. Infantile mortality in Greater 
London was equal to 143 per 1000 births, as compared with 146, 135, and 
126 severally in the three preceding years. Last year infantile mortality 
was equal to 146 in the County of London and to 138 in the Outer Ring. 


The One Hundred and Forty-two Smaller Towns. 


(Towns which, as at present constituted, contained from 20,000 to 50,000 
Inhabitants at the Census of 1901.) 


In the middle of the year 1904 the 142 English and Welsh towns included 
in Table 5 contained an estimated population of 4,693,955, The births 
registered in these towns numbered 129,665, and were in the proportion 
of 27:5 per 1000 of the population. The registered deaths were 73,403 in 
number, and were equal to a rate of 15°6 per 1000 persons living. 


Disregarding sex and age differences in the several populations, the 
local death-rates varied considerably. The lowest crude rates were 96 in 
Aldershot, 10:2 in Eastbourne, 10°3 in Withington, 10°7 in Bromley, and 10-8 
in Beckenham and in Kettering. The highest rates were 21°0 in Burslem, 
21°6 in Ince in Makerfield, 21:9 in Pemberton, 22°4 in Batley, 22°6 in 
Aberdare, and 25:0 in Tunstall. 


Particulars of mortality in each of the 142 towns will be found in 
Tables 5 and 6. 


Infantile mortality —The 73,403 deaths at all ages in the 142 towns 
included the deaths of 19,947 infants under one year of age. Calculated on 
the registered births these deaths corresponded to a rate of 154 per L000,

The lowest rates of infantile mortality were 83 in Reiyate, 91 in Moss Side, 
93 in Eastbourne and in Withington, and 95 in Taunton. The highest 
rates were 226 in Swinton & Pendlebury, 228 in Pemberton, 238 in 
Tunstall and in Batley, 239 in Aberdare, and 266 in Farnworth. The last 
mentioned town was added to the list of smaller towns in 1902: in each year 
since that date it has shown the highest infantile mortality in that list. 


CAUSES OF DEATH. 


The principal epidemic diseases caused an average death-rate of 2°03 per 1000 
in the 142 towns—among which the lowest rates were 0°37 per 1000 in 
Taunton, 0°45 in Torquay, 0°53 in Barry, 0°56 in Brighouse, 0°60 in East- 
bourne, and 0:64 in Cheltenham. The highest rates were 4°28 in Farnworth, 
4-43 in Barnsley, 4°91 in Pemberton, 492 in Swinton & Pendlebury, 
5°47 in Wednesbury, and 5:99 in Batley. 


Small-pox was the registered cause of 127 deaths, viz., 57 in Dewsbury, 
15 in Felling, 9 in Ashton-under-Lyne, 7 in Batley, 5 in Barnsley, and smaller 
numbers in 18 other towns. 


Measles caused an average death-rate of 0°36 per 1000, or 0:11 below the 
vate in the 76 great towns; the highest rates being 1°35 in Swinton & 
Pendlebury, 1°46 in Keighley, 1°67 in Jarrow, 1°73 in Wolstanton United, 
1°78 in Stalybridge, and 2°29 in Wednesbury. 


Scarlet fever accounted for an average death-rate of 0°13 per 1000. The 
highest rates were 0°56 in Burslem, 0°58 in Darwen, U°60 in Leigh, 0°63 
in Ebbw Vale, 0°68 in Llanelly, 0°82 in Aberdare, and 1:06 in Middleton. 


Diphtheria (exclusive of crowp unless stated to be membranous) was 
responsible for an average death-rate of 0:16 per 1000. The highest rates 
were 0°60 in Workington, 0°61 in Stoke-upon-Trent, 0°62 in Lincoln, and 
0:81 in Wednesbury. 


Whooping-cough was fatal in the average proportion of 0:35 per 1000 living, 
or 0°05 below the rate in the 76 great towns; the highest death-rates from 
this disease were 1°03 in Oldbury and in Tipton, 1°08 in Bacup, 1°22 in 
Dudley, 1°37 in Wallsend, and 1°39 im Hindley. 


“ Fever” (mainly “enteric,” but including also “typhus” and “ pyrexia’ 
accounted for a death-rate averaging 0°10 in the 142 towns. The highest 
rates from “fever” were 0°32 in Widnes, 0°35 in Swinton & Pendlebury, 
0:42 in Hyde, 0°44 in Barnsley, 0°49 in Morley, and 0°71 in Batley. 


Diarrhea (including dysentery, and English cholera) caused an average 
death-rate of 0°90 per 1000 in these 142 smaller towns, being 0°30 below 
the rate in the 76 great towns. The highest rates were 2°04 in Ince in 
Makerfield, 2°58 in Batley, 2°60 in Edmonton, 2°95 in Fenton, 3-11 in 
Pemberton, and 3:21 in Farnworth.

Small-pox caused 3566 deaths in Rio de Janeiro, 522 in Buenos Ayres, 
229 in Philadelphia, 133 in Moscow, 85 in St. Petersburg, 80 in Paris, and 74 
in Antwerp. WMeas/es was most fatal in proportion to population in Amster- 
dam, The Hague, Moscow, St. Petersburg and Vienna; scarlet fever in 
Buda-Pesth, Moscow, St. Petersburg, Baltimore, New York and Berlin ; 
diphtheria in New York, St. Petersburg, Toronto, and Moscow ; whovoping- 
cough in Copenhagen, Amsterdam, Rotterdam, T'rieste and Berlin; “fever” 
in Turin, St. Petersburg, Philadelphia, Baltimore, Rio de Janeiro and Milan ; 
and diarrh@al diseases in Moscow, Breslau, Munich, St. Petersburg and 
Antwerp. 


INDIAN CITIES.—The death-rate was equal to 30:0 per 1,000 in Calcutta, 37°9 
in Madras, and 55:0 in Bombay. Smatll-pox caused 568 deaths in Bombay, 74 
in Calcutta, and 12 in Madras ; measles caused 229 deatas in Bombay, 100 in 
Calcutta, and 91 in Madras. Under the heading “ fever,” 5042 deaths were 
classed in Madras, 9556 in Calcutta, and 15,954 in Bombay, including 
respectively 8, 4689, and 13,535 .deaths from plague. The mortality from 
diarrhe@al diseases was excessive in each of these Indian cities; Asiatic 
cholera was the cause of 60 deaths in Madras, 219 in Bombay, and 2056 in 
Calcutta. 


EGYPTIAN CITIES.—In Cairo and Alexandria the death-rates among the 
native populations were 38:4 and 37:3 per 100u respectively, these high rates 
being largely attributable to excessive mortality from diarrh@al diseases. 
Small-pox caused 78 deaths in Cairo and 438 in Alexandria; measles, 811 
deaths in Cairo and 668 in Alexandria; diphtheria and croup, 374 deaths 
in Cairo and 69 in Alexandria; “ fever,’ 798 deaths in Cairo and 243 
(including 70 from plague) in Alexandria.

FIRES IN LONDON DURING THE YEAR 1904. 


The Chief Officer of the London Fire Brigade reported to the London 
County Council that the number of fires attended during 1904 was 3616, 
being 216 more than the number in the preceding year, and 88 more than 
the average in the ten years 1894-1903. According to this report the lives of 
318 persons were seriously endangered, and 93 of these were lost. The 
numbers of lives lost by fires in London in the four preceding years were 
74, 97, 116, and 86 respectively. 


The authorised strength of the brigade on 3lst December, 1904, was 

da7 officers and men (including clerks and other officials and mechanics, 
&e.). The brigade possessed 74 land fire stations, 5 floating stations, 
40 street stations, fire-escape stations in the streets, and sub - stations 
(without horses) ; also | fire float, 5 steam fire engines on barges, 77 land 
steam fire engines, 1 motor steam fire engine, | first-aid motor appliance, 
1 tractor, 15 manual fire engines, 72 horsed escapes, 112 hand fire escapes, 
29 long fire ladders, 454 miles of hose, 1078 fire alarms, and 475 telephone 
lines. The brigade also possessecl vans, traps, steam tugs, barges, skiffs, &c. 
The cases of injury occurring in the brigade during 19 )4 were 208 against
